The Story of the Crime as Woven by 


the Police from Facts Learned 


by Diligent Inquiry—The 


Assassin. 


PAHIS, Dec. 26.—The Christmas day 


sensation in this city wastlie arrest of 
Lieut. Annstu.y, a retired army officer, 
on the charge of murdering Baroness 
D'Ellard. 
The lieutenant was sub* 


jectod to a preliminary examination at 
tliu prefecture of the police, and, after 
denying that ho was guilty, was re- 
mumlt'd. The evidence submitted by 
the police was about us follows: The 
baroness, it appears, was, at about 4 
o'clock in the afternoon of December 4, 
seated iu the saloon of the apartment, 
on tlu1 first floor of tho large and fully- 
inhabited house, which she occupied 
with 
her 
son, 
at 
43 BouleTard 


du Temple, clobc to the Place de In 
Concorde, llaroness D'Kllard was the 
daughter of the general of the first em- 
pire, a widow of a colonel of cuiras- 
siers of the guard and was 72 years of 
ago. 
She is described as a tall, stately 


oltl Indy, with snow-white hair, and 
was held in much rcspc'ut nnd esteem 
by her neighbors. Her son, ' Baron 
D'Ellard, holds an important position 
on the clerical staff of the minister of 
•war, M. de Freycinet. He is about 40 
years old and a retired army o fflcei 
and a Imight of the Legion of th« 
Hoiford. 
At the hour mentioned, 4 


p. in. of Friday, Becemberc4. a young 
limn of slight build elegantly droned, 
wearing a high silk high hat and car- 
rying an avocats portfolio under his 
n rin, entered the doorway of the house 
in which the baroness lived and asked 
the porter wlmrc the apartment of the 
baroness was situated. He was in- 
formed that the baroness lived on the 
ilr.st floor, but the stranger went up to 
the apartment immediately above that 
of'the baroness and asked the servant 
who answered the bell if that was 
where the liaroness D'Ellard lived, 
lie was informed that the baroness 
lived on the floor below, whereupon ho 
descended the stairs to the first floor 
and was heard to ring th'e bell of the 
baroness' apartment. 


Here there was a lapse of a short 


time, possibly fivo or six minutes, at 
the 
end of which period, Daphine 


Hourbe, a servant employed by the 
baroness, violently opened the window 
of the latter's dining room, which 
opened into the court yard forming the 
interior of the building, and pointing 
to the porch or archway leading Into 
the street, she cried, in choking tones, 
"Help! murder! stop him!" 


The poor servant girl, it was seen 


Imd a deep wound on her throat, from 
which the blood was pouring over the 
front of the headrest. The girl's cries, 
however, 
were 
first 
too inarticu- 


late 
to 
arouse 
Immediate 
at- 


tention and 
alarm, and, in 
the 


meanwhile, tho murderer was able to 
leave the baroness' apartment and to 
start down stairs. On the porch, ju«t 
as he was leaving the house, the mur- 
derer met tho concierge or porter's 
wife, and coolly recommended her to 
close the front door, as it seemed that 
something liad happened in the house. 
He then calmly stepped into the street 
and the bewildered concierge closed 
the door behind him. The murderer 
then quickly mingled In the throng of 
the p'assers-by and disappeared. 


Ity tins time, tho baroness' servant, 


in spite of the gaping wounds in her 
throat, had managed to stumble, faint, 
from loss of blood, down stairs Into the 
court-hall, where she fell insensible. 
This caused the concierge to raise 
an alarm 
which 
brought a num- 


ber 
of 
people 
to 
tho 
spot, 


and 
the 
blood-sonked 
girl 
was 


carried up stairs to the apartments of 
the baroness. There a frightful spec- 
tacle was disclosed. The xitmost dis- 
order prevailed In the dining-hall room; 
all the cupboards, desks and drawers 
had been forced open and the best part 
of their contents were strewn on the 
floor. 
In tho bed-room adjoining wa» 


found the body of tho Baroness D'El- 
lard, her throat cut from ear to ear, the 
head literally being almost cut from 
the body. It was evident that her death 
must have been almost instantaneous. 


The police were soon summoned to 


the spot and an investigation was 
made into the crime. The first thing 
done was to try and save the life of the 
unfortunate girl, and tills the surgeons 
wove able to do, in spite of the terrible 
wounds in her throat nnd the large 
quantity ot blood she had lost. When 
Dclphine, a strong and healthy coun- 
try girl, was recovered sufficiently to 
answer the questions put to her, the 
police were able to set to work with a 
well-connected story of tho crime to 
giiid« them. 


The servant, it seems, had been sent 


out on an errand, and the murderer, 
who is supposed to have been watch- 


the house, aware that Baron D'Bl- 


lard had'gono out some time previously, 
knew, when Delphine left the D'Ellard 
residence, that the old baroness was 
alone. Consequently he entered the 
house, aa already described, and went 
to jthe floor abovo the baroness, sim- 
ply to see if there was any possibility 
of being interrupted 
in his work. 


Then when he rang the bell of the 
D'Ellard apartments, it was the baron- 
ess herself who opened the door to the 
assassin. T-he latter, the investiga- 
tion shows, must have followed the 
baroness into the bed-room of her son, 
to which place the baroness apparently 
fled,terrified by the murderer's threats. 
In that bed-room the murdeier seems 
to have seized his victim and to have 
killed her by almost severing her 
head from the body. Then resolving 
to profit as much as possible by the ab- 
sence of the servant, the murderer, ac* 
cording to the story ae put together by 
the police, began to ransack tlie apart' 
ments and prepared to escape with all 
the valuables he could Rather together. 


In this work, however, the murderer 


was interrupted, by the unexpected re- 
turn of the servant, Delphine Hourbe. 
Hastily concealing himself the mur- 
derer of llaroness D'Ellard resolved to 
commit another murder in urder to in- 
sure his escape with the booty, and to 
provide against his detection. He al- 
lowed Dclphine to enter the kitchen 
where, it being already dark, she re- 
solved to light the lamp without as yet 
having her suspicions aroused as to 
there being anything wrong about the 
D'Ellard apartment, 
When the lamp 


was lighted Delphine proceeded, carry- 
ing it in her hand, to her mistress' 
room, when suddenly the lamp was 
knocked out of her grasp and she was 


ilzod from behind by the assassin, 


who at the same time stabbed her in 
the breast and hastily withdrawing his 
murderous blade from the wound thus 
inflicted, he cut the poor girl's throat 
as she struggled desperately to free 
herself. 


In her battle for life Delphine suc- 


ceeded in tearing the murderer's knife 
from his hand and it rolled to 
the 


ground to some place where he could 
not find it in the dark. While he 
was hunting for this blood-stained 
weapon, Delphine ran to the dining- 
room window and raised the alarm as 
previously described. 
The murderer 


then saw that he had no time to lose If 
he wished to escape, and hurried to the 
street as described above. 


While the police were examining the 


D'Ellard apartment shortly after the 
escape of the murderer, a mounted 
dragoon dashed up to the door at 42 
Boulevardox du Temple, the house in 
which the D'Ellard apartments were 
situated. The dragoon was the bearar 
of a note from Baron D'Ellard, the 
murdered woman's son, to his mother, 
saying that she need not expect him 
back to dinner, ab he had-aceepted an 
invitation to dine with some friends. 
The baron, it may be added, only re- 
turned home at 1 o'clock the next 
morning and twas quite ignorant of the 
tragedy until the fearful news was im- 
parted to "him by some people in the 
crowd which was still 
gathered in 


front of the house at that hour. By 
that time, however, the body of the 
baroness had been removed to the 
morgue, where the legal and official 
post-mortem examination was to be 
made. 


Delphine slowly recovered from her 


wounds, but owing to the darkness 
which prevaled at the time she was as- 
saulted, she did not retain any clear 
recollection of the assassin's appear- 
ance. 
On the other hand, the 
ser- 


vant who opened the door to the mur- 
derer in the apartment above that of 
the D'Ellard's was able to give the po- 
lice a good description of the man 
•wanted for the murder af Baroness 
D'Ellard. 
This description coincided 


with the description which the con- 
cierge was able to give the authorities. 
In addition an elderly man who re- 
sided in another apartment of the same 
house was able to give other descrip- 
tive clues to the police, as he claimed 
to have been visited by the same mur- 
derous personage some few days pre- 
vious to the date of the murder. The 
gentleman referred to added that not 
knowing the individual who rang the 
bell, and mistrusting the story that he 
was desirous of obtaining employment 
as a clerk, he quickly shut the door in 
his visitor's face, and thus probably 
saved his own life. 


From tho ilrst the police were con- 


vinced that the assassin must have hail 
accomplices and that he musthave been 
well acquainted with the habits of the 
baron and his mother. Even now thejpo- 
llce act upon the theory that the man ar- 
rested was not alone in committing the 
murder. 
Tho crime, it should be 


added, bore so clofce a resemblance in 
general details, to the assassination a 
short time ago, of M. Ollivier, tho 
money lender, at Neuilly, that the po- 
lice are to a great extent justified in 
their suspicions. In the case of the 
murder of M. Ollivier, two young crim- 
inals named respectively Ivorol anc 
Gaudissary, were captured and con- 
fessed to their guilt nnd the police 
from certain facts which came into 
their possession nt that time believe 
that both the Ollivier murder and the 
assassination of Baroness D'Ellard is 
the work of an organization of as- 


sassins, more numerous and more ex- 
tensive in their organization than at 
first supposed, and that Liexit Anastuy, 
the man arrested Thursday, who is a 
dissipated man, and is known to bo 
overloaded with debt and who bears a 
very bad reputation, was possibly the 
chief of this gang of assassains. This, 
however, is only the popular police 
theory, and may not be based upon the 
actual facts in the case. The lieuten- 
ant now under arrest was retired, not 
entirely of his own free will, from the 
Infantry 
regiment to 'which ho be- 


longed about two days before the Bar- 
oness D'Ellard was murdered. 


The prisoner, who was arrested in n 


cafe, where he was enjoying himself 
with some of his associates, insisted 
that he was innocent of the crime 
charged against him; but the police 
are confident that they have the right 
man in custody. Lieut, Anastuy is 
said to be a former friend of Baron 
D'Ellard. 
The police hava in tlieii 


possession a kid glove, dropped by tho 
murderer, and the knife, of English 
make Fand stamped with tho initials P. 
M., with which the crime was com- 
mitted. 


The murdered woman belonged to a 


most distinguished family. 
She was 


the daughter of Gen. Baron Boulart. 
who was in command of the artillery ol 
the Old Guard of Napoleon I. Baron 
Boulart served with distinction in mosl 
of the campaigns of the first empire 
and won the great Napoleon's high 
commendation at Moscow. Jena, Ess- 
ling and at Wagram. The name oi 
Gen. 
Baron Bonlart can 
be found 


among those inscribed upon the Arc d* 
Triomphe. 


The father of the first Baron D'El- 


lard, the husband of the murdered wo- 
man, is credited with having performed 
legendary acts of heroism in the Napo- 
leonlcwars. For instance,on theeveof 
the battle of Zurich ho swam, by com- 
mand of Marshall Soult, across the 
River Linimat, accompanied by 203 
picked men, killed-the Arstrian gen- 
eral with his own Iiund, and, by assur- 
ing the passage of the French army 
across the river is said to liiivc saved 
the republic. 


The firsUBaron D'Ellard is also said 


to have taken pribpners fifty Austrian 
soldiers, having only one orderly to 
assist him in this feat. 
He is also 


credited with having put to flight M(J 
Spaniards when, upon a certain occa- 
sion, engaged in rcconnoitering with 
his staff upon the heights of Ximena. 


It is the distinguished position which 


the murdered baroness occupied, th« 
bravo doings of her ancestors and rela- 
tives and the position in society which 
both she and her son occupied, coupled 
with the bold, cold-blooded audacity 
with which the crime was committed, 
in the day time, in a fully inhabited 
house, in a populous and fashionable 
neighborhood, 
which 
have caused 


Paris, France, and even E urope at 
large to take the greatest possible in- 
terest in the case. 


Previous to arresting Lieut. Anastuy; 


it should be said in conclusion, the po- 
lice had placed a number of other por- 
eons under arrest. Nearly all of these 
people have subsequently 
been re- 


leased from custody; but, as Uiroo or 
four persons are still said to be de- 
tained by the police, under, suspicion, 
the theory that the crime may havo 
been committed by an qrganlzed baud 
of assassins finds additional advocates. 


In any case, the ease with which tho 


murderer 
escaped caused a perfect 


panic among the iipper and middle 
class population of Paris who began to 
imagine that they were no longer safe 
from such attacks. Consequently it is 
hoped that the arrest of Lieut. Anastuy 
will clear up the mystery surrounding 
the affair and that tho crime will be 
traced in all its details.

Several Sleepers Badly Wrecked tnd 


Their Occupants Scalded by Steam 


from an Exploded Locomotive 


—An Indescribable Scene. 


YGNKlirts, N. Y., Dec. 85,—A •hook- 


ing accident occurred lait niglit on the 
New York Central between the St. 
Louis express and the Niagara. Falls 
special tram. Several persona are re- 
ported killed and a number Injured. 
'Some place', the number of killed at 
eight, while others claim that ten per- 
sons were either crushed or scalded to 
death. This accident was directly the 
outcome of the -collision which occurred 
earlier in tho evening in the tun- 
nel 
at 
Sintf 
Sing1. The 
accident 


blocked the road and trains were held 
at both sides of the tunnel. The weather 
was very thick and this prevented the 
trainmen on the St. Louis express from 
seeing the blockade in time to prer*nt 
the collision. Tho locomotive of this 
train crashed into the rear coach of the 
Niagara express and several can, 
mostly sleepers, were badly wrecked. 
To add to the horror of the wreck the 
boiler of the locomotive of the St. Louis 
express exploded and tho escaping 
steam did deadly work among the un- 
fortunates who were in the wrecked 
cars. 


The scene at the wreck was inde- 


scribable; The trainmen lost their 
heads nnd ran out in a frantic manner, 
peering into V"e wreck at those who 
lay within groaning and dying, but do- 
ing very little toward rescuing1 the Tie- 
^iras. 


Finally a number of physicians and 


citizens of this place reached the scene, 
and the work of rescue began. The 
dead nnd injured were placed on a spe- 
cial train and brought to this place. 
Owing to the excitement it was impos- 
sible to get anything like a list of the 
killed and injured. It is stated that a 
number of the'injured are likely to die. 


Seven persons in all were killed, 


three of whom have been identified. 
Their names are A. M. Knight, conduc- 
tor of the Wagner car Gibraltar; A. M. 
Baldwin, of New York, and Thomas 
W. Tolley, of IloBtpa. 
' 


The injured are as follows: 
Fatally—T. V. Murphy, a lawyer, of 


New York; D. B. Ford, of New York; 
Mrs. E. B. Ford, of New York, and O. 
W. Ilohy, colored porter of the Wagner 
car. 


Seriously—Dr. Best, of New York,

II. ft. Baldwin, Mrs. Lilian Bald- 


win, 
Homer Baldwin, all of New York. 


There were eighteen passengers i 


tho rear coach of the Niagara and Buf- 
falo express. 
Only'three of themes 


caped uninjured. The bodies of the 
victims and the injured are on their 
vay to Yonkers and will reach here 
about 2 a. in. 


The accident occurred about one mile 


north of Hastings at 8:45 p. m. The 
engine of the St. Louis express ran into 
he roar of the Buffalo & Niagara 
train and completely telescoped the 
ast sleeper, which happened to be the 
Wagner palace car Gibraltar. There 
were eighteen persons in this car, and 
all but three were either killed or in- 
ured. The crash came without a word 
of warning. 


A disgusting fact was revealed dur- 


,ng the examination of the bodies by 
JIG undertakers. The pockets of sev- 
eral of the victims were found to hare 
seen either cut or torn from their 
clothing and all their valuables, in- 
cluding poclcetbooks, 
jewelry, etc., 


,vere missing. 


Inquiry at tho hospital, among the 


njurod, showed that several of them 
too, had been robbed.

strangers volunteered their services iu 
the work o£ rescue at the wreck, and il

Several cues were broken 
and when the smoke of battle had cleared 
awsy it was found that Daly had been 
aarously if not 
fatally hurt.

Walters, the bar-keeper, who had tried 
;o stop the fight, was struck on the back 
with a cue, and William Hays was suffer- 
ng with a blow on the head. 
After 


Daly had been floored, among those pass- 
ing who rashe~d in was D. W. Brennemun. 
He saw that Heckler was the active 
aggressor, and Mr, B. ordered him to stop, 
[nstead of obeying Heckler turned with 
cue in hand to strike Brenneman, when 
;he latter reached backwards as if to 
diaw a revolver. Thereupon Heckler 
and E urdy lied from the' saloon, with 
Brenni>man and others in close pursuit. 
Officers Leech and Connard responded 
to the call and later they caught Heckler 
near the Fourth ward school house. He 
was put in jail. 


Daly was attended by Dr. H. P. Hell, 


to whose oHica the man was borne. His 
wound, which was pronounced serious, 
was dressed, mid later he was taken to a 
dwelling house on South Broadway.
